LEjrly this Morning.] 


BOSTON, 12 o'clock.—From the report 


of the vote up to the present time 
AIcKinley's majority is estimated at 
124,000, the largest ever given in the state. 
The republicans have made heavy gains 
in every city and town, although the vote 
for governor falls somewhat behind that 
for the presidental candidate. The Dem- 
ocratic gold vote is about 3 per cent. 
Bryan and Williams run very close 
throughout the state. The congressional 
delegation is unchanged, twelve Republi- 
cans and one democrat, The legislature 
will be more strongly Republican than 
ever. 


Every City and Town. 


The Republican candidates for president 


and governor have carried every city and 
town for the first time in the history of 
the state. 


Its Magnitude. 


Never before in the history of the Bay 


state has there been such a decided senti- 
ment in favor of one of the great political 
parties. The nearest approach to such an 
enormous majority was at the 1872 elec- 
tion when the Grant electors had 74,000 
plurality. 


Farmers Not Fooled^. 


The Republican gains were heaviest in 


the small towns, notwithstanding the 
appeal to the farmer's vote made by the 
Democratic orators. The weakness of the 
Democratic gold vote was another feature 
of the present election the national 
Democratic candidates having obtained 
only about the 3 per cent of the total vote, 
the amount necessary to retain a place on 
the state ticket at the next election. 


They Fell Together. 


It was expected that Williams would 


run somewhat behind Bryan in the state, 
but in all the towns and nearly every city 
the Dedh#,m statesman was neck and neck 
with his leader and went down with him 
under a storm of ballots. 


The Preacheiv Wins. 


Congressman John F. Fitzgerald will 


continue to hold his place as the only 
democratic congressman from New Eng- 
land. The only contest of interest was 
that in the 9th and 10th district, although 
in the former, the stronghold of the dem- 
ocracy, the Republicans had- but little 
hope. The fight in the latter was very 
keen between Rev. S. J. Barrows and 
Alderman Boardman Hall Mr. Barrows 
won by a good margin.

the plurality is not likely to exceed 1,000. 
The returns from the West are not 
sufficient to justify the claims of either 
party. 
Ohio has given a very large 


Republican plurality and Kentucky is 
apparently assured to the McKinley 
column. 


Later returns may not justify this 


claim. Tennessee seems to have been 
carried for Bryan, notwithstanding the 
confident assertions to the contrary of the 
Republican managers, and the same is 
probably true of Noith Carolina, Indiana 
and Michigan. 


At 2.30 a. m. the returns from the var- 


ious states indicate the election of 209 
Republican congressmen and 65 Demo- 
crats. .No returns have been received 
from 
Alabama, California, Delaware, 


Kansas, Missouri or Washington. 
The 


present complexion of the house is 241 
Republicans' 105 Democrats, 6 Populists 
and one Silver party man. 


In Minnesota there are indications of 


heavy Republican gains and a strong 
probability that they have gone for Mc- 
Kinley. 


Illinois will give McKinley over 100,000 


plurality and Nebraska and North and 
South Dakota are very close and still iu 
doubt. 


Wyoming seems to have gone forMc- 


Kinley. The returns from the Pacific 
coast states are too meagre to satisfy any 
claim. The states of Virginia, South Caro- 
lina, Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Missouri, Louisiana, Colorado, Ne- 
vada, Montana and Idaho may safely be 
placed in the Bryan column. 


The returns from Kansas and Texas are 


scattering and indicate nothing, although 
heavy Republican gains are reported from 
Dallas and Oalveston at 12.30. Later 
returns seem to indicate that West 
Virginia, Kentucky and Michigan can be 
added to the Republican column.

New York, Nov. 4.—McKinley and 


Bobart made a clean sweep of the em- 
pire state. The democratic plurality 
of 45,000 in 1892 was reversed, and the 
unprecedented plurality of 284,000 has 
been rolled up for the representatives 
of republicanism and sound money. 
Out-side of New York city and Brook- 
lyn Mcttinley has a plurality of 234,- 
000. 
In every county and every town 


there have 
been 
republican gains 


•which are equal to all that the repub- 
lican campaign managers claimed in 
this state. Frank S. Black, the repub- 
lican candidate for governor, is elected 
by about 240,000. Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff, rep., foe lieutenant-governor, and 
Irving G, Vann for judge of the court 
of appeals, are also elected by nearly 
M large pluralities. The republicans 
have elected twenty-eight republican 
congressmen to the democrats', six. 
They will have about 110 out of the 
150 members of the state assembly, 
and the election of a republican to suc- 
ceed David B. Hill In the United States 
senate is assured. 


NEW YORK CITY. 


New York, Nov. 4.—McKinley has 


carried New York city by over 2u.OOO. 
It is a landslide which carries with it 
the entire state ticket, congressmen 
and assemblymen. 
Tammany's repre- 


sentation at Albany will be very mea- 
gre, indeed, this winter. 
Congressmen 


McClellan, Vehslage,Cummings and tiui- 
zer appear to have pulled through, but 
all the other democratic nominees 
seem to have been beaten. Bryan ran 
behind in nearly every quarter of the 
city. He lost most heavily in the up- 
town residence districts, but was also 
badly behind in the tenement housa 
sect ion. The large workingmen's vote 
for Bryan which had been predicted 
by Leader Sheehan and others failed 
to materialize. Not only did the re- 
publicans hold their own in those 
sections 
of 
the 
city, 
but they 


made Immense gains in every district. 
For example, the Seventh and Eighth 
election districts of the Sixth assembly 
district are filled with workingiuen.

They were taught plain cooking, learning 
to moke bread and soups and to cook meat 
and vegetables. 


Miss Howard while she was here told 


an incident of one of her classes in the 
North End, Boston. A little girl whom 
she bad noticed as very attentive, though 
rather repulsive in her appearance, finally 
gathered courage to come up to her one 
day and said: "I want to thank you. I am 
so much happier. 
I can help mother so 


much now, and father hardly ever goes 
away we have so much better things to 
eat." 


When one thinks of the increased com- 


fort in tbe homes to which these girlslbe- 
long anfl those they will sometime create, 
the prevention of vice which so otten is 
caused by the craving resulting from im- 
proper and ill cooked food, tbe cooking 
school seems one of the most vital of all 
our undertakings. 


Mrs. Hall, chairman of the hospital com 


mitte, presented ber fifth annual report, 
showing that eight WlUiamstown patients 
have been treated at tbe North Adams 
hospital this year, two or three being 
there occasionally at once. Up to this 
time our free bed has been secured by 
subscriptions solicited from time to time 
as our money gave out, but now, to the 
great joy of the committee and all inter- 
ested, It has been placed on a permanent 
basis, friends having pledged annual sub- 
scriptions to an amount sufficient to se- 
cure It to us. They are not all yet paid 
in, but the treasurer has advanced the 
sum needed, so the bed is at our disposal 
from the first of November. 


It was a most touching recital, the bars 


mention of the patients we have sent and 
their ailments, and in nearly every case 
the record of their care or great im- 
provement. One old man, helpless from 
a fall on the ice, made able to walk again, 
two cases of mental disease alleviated 
and one complicated case of rheumatism: 
another, threatened with blindness, a 
poor woman entirely dependent on her 
earnings, so worn out she could not work, 
was sent and greatly helped; another re- 
lieved by a successful snrgical operation, 


Every case is carefully investigated and 


the certificate of the attending physician 
and some member of the hospital com- 
mittee is required as a condition of their 
reception into the hospital. 


Mrs. Safford's report of relief work was 


no less interesting tnan usual. It was 
especially encouraging since the relief 
committee find that patience and kind- 
ness are resulting in the case of several 
families in a permanently improved con- 
dition,—more self-respect, more ambition 
and energy. There has been a call for 
greater effort than ever before during tbe 
past year. At Thanksgiving nine fam-

One widow ill with pneumonia was sup- 


plied with provisions and a nurse last 
winter, and the families living remote 
from the village were helped for many 
months with food and clothing.

present and ask for old clothing, bedding, 
old flannel, linen or cotton, for which tlie 
need is often as great as for new garments. 


The reports on sewing and drilling in 


the 
public 
schools

by more discussion. 
Mies Carter, who 


lias direction of these departments in the 
Central school, and Miss Hopkins, who 
has charge at the station and White Oaks, 
gave statements of tbe work done during 
the year, followed by Miss Piper aud Mies 
Lord, the sewing teachers. On a table at 
the side of the room were specimens of 
sewing done by the children, mending, 
darning and patcbwork, as well as gar- 
ments made by them.

Many parents of the children were sub- 
scribers, but it is hoped now tliat the 
usefulness of tbe system has been so fully 
demonstrated that the town will use part 
of its school appropriations tor the pur- 
pose. The town officials have been so 
ready to respond in other directions it is 
believed they will relieve our charitable 
organization of their tug, to enabling us 
to do more ia other ways for tbe good of 
the village. It was voted to lay tba sub- 
ject before them at the next town meet- 
ing. 
No oac who has not given special 


attention to tbe matter can krow tbe 
ignorance that exists ia regard to plain 
sewing and mending in households where. 
sucb knowledge is needed. Fur children 
iu tbe public schools to leara bow to do 
these things, and, if possible, tbe cutting 
out of simple garments, means an incal- 
culable addition to ecoiijmy and comfort 
in numberless homes of the future as 
well as now. It can hardly be overesti- 
mated, prosaic as tbe details may seem ; 
happiness and goodness in an ever- 
increasing ratio are tbe result of good 
housewifery, and knowing in how many 
homes it is as impossible for children 
to be taught what belongs to that art as it 
is for them to be trained in geography or 
arithmetic, thoughtful men when their 
attention is earnestly directed to the 
matter will hardly fait to see tbe political 
economy of the q;iestion. It might seem 
wise even toilu a music and drawing, 
delightful us they ;ire rather than tbeae 
primary arts. 


The admirable effect of tbe military 


drill on the school bay i was pointed out 
in the reports of tbese committees. It 
has increased their telf-respect, inspired 
their carriage and given pleasure. Their 
good appearance when they marched 
in procession of Decoration day and at 
tbe Amberst ball game was alluded tj, 
and their satisfaction in the caps and 
belts provided through the kindness of a 
trienu.
